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WICKED DEACON MERIAM. 


A church Excited Over the Reinstatement 
of a Suspended Member. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Wonrcrstrr, Mass., June 5.—Piedmont Church, in 
this city, the largest and one of the wealthiest Con- 
gregational Churches in Central Massachusetts, is 
anxiously awaiting the decision of the arbitration 
committee in the case of Deacon Rufus N. Meriam. 
Ten years ago the wood-working machinery firm of 
Richardson, Meriam & Co., of which Mr. Meriam was 
a partner, suspended payment with obligations 
amounting to about $200,000. An agreement to pay 
88 per cent in three annual instailiments was made 
with the creditors, and the business was conducted 
under the nominal direction of trustees. At the 
end of the first year there was no money to pay the 
first instaliment, and an investigation showed that 
the nominal assets of the firm had shrunk $50,000 
or $60,009, and that the debts of the concern had in 
creased something like $12,000, 

THIS DISCOVERY CAUSED A SENSATION, 
and the firm was thrown into bankruptcy under the 
national bankruptcy act, in force at that time, The 


assignees discovered that there had been venality 
on the part of the firm, and brought crimina! pro- 
ngs in the United States Circuit 
against Mr. Merriam 
one of his partners for concealing 
the assets. Tus case was never brought to trial, 
having been adjusted by the payment of several 
thousand dollars. The were confident 
they could have sent both mento State Prison, but 
they preferred to accept the money in the interest 
of the creditors. Among these creditors were 
scores of employes and some members of Piedmont 
Church, from whom the deacon had obtained loans 
when the firm was on tie verge of failure. These 
people were indignant that the criminal suit had 
been compromised and determined that the 
deacon’s crimes should not go unpunished, by the 
church, at least. A long investigation by a church 
| committee was followed by several church meet- 
ngs. the result of which was the erring deacon was 
indefinitely 
SUSPENDED FROM HIS CHURCH RELATION 
by a vote of 69 to 11. The committee found that he 
was 8 if not legally. guilty on the following 
charges: Obtaining money under false pretences; 
retaining and co assets from his credit ora, 
false swearing. before the bankruptcy court and 
appropriating to his own use trust fund which he 
people to suppose was securely invested ina 
savings bank. This transaction occurred in 1877. 
The ex-deacon's friends have stood by him firmly, 
and he has attended regularly the Sunday and 
week-day meetings of the church. Oue or two ef- 
forts have been quietiy made to secure his reiu- 
statement. but they were unsuccessful, although 
the number of his opponents seemed to be growing 
less. Finally, at a churcli meeting, a few wee«s 
ago, a letter from the deacon was presented, asking 
reinstatement, The meeting was not numerously 
attended, only by bis friends, having notice that 
this was to come up, andthe request was granted 
by but one dissenting voice. The action created so 
much excitement when it became known that Mr. 
Gates wrote a letter to the deacon to withdraw his 
request for reinstatement. Tbe request could not 
be granted, however, it having been acted upon. 
Soive members of the church were so deepiy 
grieved that they deciared they would leave the 
church provided Deacon Meriam again became a 
member. They ovjected to bim on ‘he ground 
that he had

Chyo Pock, the chief one of the Chinese “bigh- 
binders” who were concerned in the assassination 
of Lou Johnson, was arrested last night. This was 
the last of the murderers left at large, and his ar- 
rest completed the case. The interest in the in- 
quest became even more pronounced owing to 
Chyo Pock's arrest, as the whereabouts of this 
scoundrel was unknown. He was seen taking a 
twilight walk on Market street, near Sixth, yes- 
terday evening by some of the Cantonese China- 
men, who immediately made a rush at him, calling 
out “Tong Sch,“ which means murder“ and 
“murderer.” Chyo Pock dived into the Jo Cann 
laundry and made his way out through the rear. 
The Cantonese followed, but were delayed by the 
people in the laundry, who were members of the 
Hong Kong Society, and Chyo Pock got away. 
His trail was pick ed up again in a few minutes, and 
he was shadowed to Franklin avenue, whence he 
turned back. Near Sixth and Market a crowd 
gathered and a regular chase began which ran the 
murderer to earth in a few minutes. Detective 


Leonard arrested the murderer desvite his protests 
and his statement “Meno Chyo Pock.” He was 
run in at once, and kept secluded from the other 

risoners. This moraine about 9 o'clock 

@ was brought into the Chief's office 

into the presence of Chief Huebler, Batiste, another 
‘ (Chinaman and a Post-Dispatce reporter. The sec- 
ond Chinaman identified the prisoner at once as 
Chyo Pock. This latter is as different from the 
published descriptions of him as could be well con- 
ceived, He is a tall, large-featured Celestial, with- 
out arign of small-pox in his face, He has not 
eyes of a glittering hazel, which are shrouded by a 
pair of dongh-colored lids that drop like a pair of 
curtains when one attempts to look at him. He is 
sallow-faced, and has a most pecullar trick of 
keeping his little mouth gaping open, something 
like an ichthyological specimen, and displaying two 
rows of very white and strongteeth. His ears 
run into his neck in an acute angle. Indeed, when 
one looks at him and remembers the absurd de- 
scriptions which have been published, one is forced 
to believe that a hypothetical Chinaman was gotten 
up for the special use of the police. That such excel- 
lent workin running down murderers should be 
done, is a wonder in the face of the facts, and were 
it not for Batiate, it is certain that this work would 
not have been done at all. 

Of course, Chvo Pock refused to confess anything 
to the Chief. He came to this city some months 
ago and has passed his time since a smoking 
opium. He had no money, but he was a 
guest of Chyo Gon's, „ho suppli his 
necessities, He knew nothing about the murder of 
Lou Johnson and would swear a hundred oaths on 
all that Chinamen hold most sacred that he had not 
been near Lou Johnson's house on Monday. This 
was about all of it. He met every question with a 
stolid denial and exhibited no feeling whatever. 

IN THE CORONER'S OFFICE

Thursday, and which presents two candi- 
dates for the degree of Mining Engineer, and 
one for the degree of Civil Engineer. There 
does not appear to be any standard rule in this 
State as to how many students are required to 
make a college, and we believe that even Wash- 
ington University is not above the absurdity 
of maintaining professorships for cl asses of one. 


CLUVERIUS was unanimously and promptly 
convicted of the murder of Miss Fanny 
Liuian Mapisow bya Richmond jury after 
the case had been under investigation for a 
month. The evidence against him was circum- 
stantial, but so strong that there seems to be in 
Virgiaia no doubt of his guilt. After it ap- 
peared that he bad wronged and betrayed the 
girl, the public feeling was that he deserved 
death for that,. and this feeling has perhaps 
prevented the roasonable doubt“ from operat- 
ing in his case as potently as it generally does 
in murder cases. As the wrong he did her was 
the cause of her death, even if she committed 
suicide, the popular verdict holds him a mur 
derer, anyhow.

‘RAILROAD ASSESSMENT. 

It is the official duty of the State Railroad 
Commissioners to obtain minute and accurate 
information about our railroad interests. Our 
laws aid them in the acquisition of such infor- 
mation, compel railroad companies to furnish 
it to them, and require them to lay it before 
the Legislature and other State authorities in 
a well-digested shape. 3 

In the discharge of their duty these Commis- 
sioners have for years past laid before the Leg- 
islature and the State Board of Equalization 
sworn statements of the earnings, expenditures, 
cost and capitalization of the railroad property 
subject to taxation in this State, and sworn 
estimates of its fair value for purposes of taxa- 
tion. But these statements and estimates have 
been ignored by the Board, and rail- 
road property has been assessed at the 
absurdly low value put upon it by certain gen- 
tlemen who combine the occupation of the 
salaried railroad attorney with that of the 
chief engineer of Democratic committees and 
conventions. Gentlemen who can provide the 
sons of statesmen and of influential politicians 
with lucrative railroad sinecures, or who can 
make themselves useful in getting up cam- 
paign funds and lavishing free passes where 
they will do the most good, seem possessed of 
a very yersuasive eloquence and to exercise a 
very potent influence at Jefferson City. 

Again the Railroad Commissioners have laid 
before the State Board of Equalization their 
sworn statement and estimate of the fair taxa- 
ble value of the railroad property in this State, 
putting it at nearly three times the amount 
at which the State Board has hitherto 
assessed it. On the basis of gross earn- 
ings officially reported at $30,153,399 and 
net earnings officially reported at $10,090,414, 
the Commissioners value the property at 
$103,528,555. This allows the property a net 
earning capacity of 10 per cent on the valua- 
tion. Is there any other property in Missouri 
assessed at a lower rate than that? What house 
in St. Louis brings its owner a net rental of 10 
per cent on the value at which it is listed for 
taxation?’ What improved farm of arable and 
pasture land in Missouri nets its owner an- 
nually 10 per cent or even 5 per cent of its 
assessment? 

The valuation of this railroad property for 
taxation by the State Board is only $38,380,316. 
This allows the railroads a net earning capacity 
of 30 per cent. There is a startling disparity 
between such a valuation and that at which 
the railroad owners themselves capitalize their 
property. According to Poor’s Manual for 1884, 
the standard authority on such matters, the 
5.216 miles of railroad line operated in Missouri 
cost, with its equipment, $308,884,233, or nearly 
ten times the value fixed upon it by the State 
Board. It represents a capital of 8365, 284, 966 
invested in stock and bonds, on which interest 
and dividends to the amount of $12,679,142 were 
paid, and the net earnings for the year, after 
paying all operating expenses, amounted to 
$15,154,313. With net earnings almost equal to 
half of the assessed value of the property, it 
paid that year only $518,000 in taxes, when, if 
assessed at one-third of its cost, the valuation 
of the Railroad Commissioners, it would have 
paid $1,500,000, 

The people and the press of the State are be- 
ginning to ask if this discrimination in favor of 
railroads and against all other property is to 
be continued, and, if so, why? The reason for 
it is not found in any principle of equity or of 
sound public policy with which we are ac- 
quainted.

Tux ironworkers’ strike gives Mr. ANDREW 
CARNEGIE a fine opportunity to illustrate his 
principles both as a Communist and as a high 
tariff man. He is the possessor of many mill- 
ions representing profits on the labor of these 
strikers whena high tariff enabled employers 
to extort monopoly prices for the products of 
thatlabor. Now the men who have toiled so 

long in the heat of the iron furnaces are out on 
astrike againsta reduction of wages, and the 
prospect is that they may be kept locked out 
till starvation compels them to accept any 
wages they can get. According to Mr, Carnz- 
em's protection theories, the tariff was for their 
benefit chiefly, and they are entitled toa large 
share of the money which protection kept in 

the country. But they don’t seem to have any 
of it. According to Mr. CarnneGcix’s Commun- 
istic doctrines, they are entitled to a pro-rata 
share of the accumulated wealth of the country, 
but don't seem to have any of that either. Un- 
der a double obligation of fidelity to his own 
principles, Mr. CaRnEGIs is therefore bound to 
step forward and divide with these strikers, 
But they will probably become very hungry be- 
fore they receive any contribution from him, and 
before they find him practically promoting their 
views or his own professed opinions in regard 
to the fair apportionment of earnings between 
labor and capital.

WESTERN WATERWAYS. 


Glover's Address Before the New Orleans 
, Convention. 
From the Official Report. 

Mr. Glovér, upon being introduced to the conven- 
tion, spoke as follows: , 

As a representative in the Lower House of one of 
the greatest cities in the Mississippi Valley, I am 
giad, and I esteem it a great honor, to be entitled on 
this occasion to addreas the representatives of 30,- 
000,000 of people engaged in that cause which is the 
supreme question of the present hour, engaged in 
the improvement of the grand river system which 
has been, in time past, through its influence upon 
the agricultural and commercia! interests of this 
country, the means of ransoming not only the peo- 
ple of the United States, but of the whole 
world from a financial panic. Now, 
gentiemen, this city, the Crescent City 
of the Mississippi Valley, at thistime and at this 
place, is the proper place to hold a convention of 
this kind, when the World's Exposition is under 
your charge, because the question in which you are 
interested is not only national, but international 
and continental in its character. We are summoned | 
here through tne call of the Executive Committee 
who have in charge this great undertaking, to con- 
sider the fact and to devise some means of obviat- 
ing the effect of the failure of the last House of 
Representatives to take proper action on this 
matter. 

It seems to me that, throughout this broad land, 
from the northern end of this valley to the Gulf of 
Mexico, and from one range of mountains on ‘the 
east to the other on the west, that man, or that 
class of men, who undertakes to say that the im- 
provement of the Mississippi River and its navi- 
gable tributaries bas not passed from being an ex- 
periment to an accomplished fact, only illustratés 
the prejudice too often founded on wishes alone. 
[Applause.] I do not find, gentlemen and repre- 

sentatives of this great theory,that there is threugh- 
out the debates on this subject, all of whichI 
have read, and many of which 1 
have heard, anywhere, no matter how thoroughly 
you may criticise one side or the other, one argu- 
ment that overthrows the central proposition that- 
the physical obstacles that lie in our way are under- 
neath the feet of science, and they are vanquished 
by the mechanical skill and ingenuity that confrost 
them. As for as that is concerned I take it that the 
question has been decided, and the question now 
before the people of this great community is how 
fast. how far, by what means and by what appli- 
ances they shall push that work to completion, and 
that is what the people expect of the national leg- 
islature. 

It may be said that the cost of the prosecution of 
this great enterprise is immense; but remember 
that one of the greatest men of one of the great- 
est of countries that the world has known, Rich- 
elieu, said that in the prosecution of great enter- 
prises no expense should be spared.” The insignifi- 
cant country of Holland. insignificant in its 
resources, at least, when compared with our own 
great and magnificent domain, has expended on 
its dykes and system of river improvements no less 
than $1,500,000,000. Again, at the close of the 
Franco-Prussian war, when France was bleeding 
and almost prostrate from the terrible effects of 
that great struggie, her legislature voted millions a 
year, for the improvement of her waterways and 
system of navigation. 

The railroads of this country have received from 
the hands of the Government kingdoms and prov- 
inces in public lands; and, I think, gentlemen, that 
the people of the Mississippi Valley are but getting 
back a tithe of what they pay out in taxes if the 
maximum of their demands, present and prospec- 
tive, are granted to them. [Applause.] 

I understand that the obstacles which lie before 
those most interested in this cause are not 
so much physical as moral in their char- 
acter, In the cailissued by your committee I find 
suggestions of these difficulties,and I believe the 
question before you is how to meet and overcome 
them. I cannot understand why, after the abund- 
ant liberality of the people of this valley toward en- 
terprises other than those directed to the improve- 
ments of its waterwaysthere should be the oppo- 
sition that has been displayed in this matter. 

To me it appears to be indifferent whether the 
internal commerce of this Valley amounts to one- 
halt or to the total of that of the whole country; 
whg¢her the amount of money expended by the 
National Government on improving the waterways 
of the Valley is equal to one-half, to one-fourth, or 
to any portion of that to which they are entitled; 
whether this is the granary of the world or whether 
it is a desert; that opposition which springs from a 
well-defined interest sets its face against these im- 
provements as a rock against a storm. I say that 
it is thig interest you have too meet and to do battle 

with and to overcome. [Applause.] 

I do not believe that the people of this great Val- 
ley use their political power as they should use it. 
I do not believe that they hold to responsibility the 
men who should be devoted to their interests. It 
seems to me that every man, nd matter for what- 
ever cause, who finds it is necessary to antagonize 
those interests should see above his head, erect and 
frowning, the tutelary genius of the Mississippi 
Valley with ber hand upon the wheel of his polit- 
ical fortune, until she has succeeded in terrify ing 
him into submission. [Applause.] 

Gentlemen, the problem which confronts us is 
one which, in my judgment, can be solved by unity 
of action, and that regards only the attention and 
consideration and support of the 30,000,000 of peo- 
ple of this Valiey to be brought to a successful solu- 
tion. It seems to me that the army of Representa. 
tives and Senators whom you send to the capital 
have this within their power. I have seen or read 
of instances where the political entities of Europe 
have been able from time to time to preserve the 
peace of the continent and to exercise 
the balance of power. I have seen in- 
stances where a few men, actuated by the 
spirit of Hampden and Sydney, extended declara- 
tions of rights and magna chartas from the tyrants 
who would have oppressed them. I have seen the 
great questions of revolution determined in En- 
gland by a majority of two or three votes; and I 
must say that the idea that this great body of peo- 
ple, possessing not only the balance of power, but 
almost the majority of votes in the National Legis- 
lature, cannot accomplish what they desire, wheth- 
er it be a question of tactics or of princple, is to 
abolish the past and to refute all history. [Ap- 
Pause].

The death of Charles T. Howard of New Orleans. 
the largest stockholder in the Louisiana Lottery 
Company, occurred on Sunday at his country seat, 
at Dobbs’ Ferry, N. T. While out riding on Wednes- 
day he was thrown from hia horse, receiving 
injuries from which he never rallied. 

Howard was born in this city, about 1830, and 
after some schooling in a local institution drifted 
South, and after various attempts to gain a liveli- 
hood took up the oceupatton of a lottery and policy 
dsaler. In 1866 he was commissioned by the Ken- 
tucky lottery firm of C. H Murray & Co. to apply 
to the Louisiana Legislature ſor a oharter for a 
company in that State. There was for two years 
much opposition manifested against granting the 
charter, but he finally obtained the charter by 
means of bribery, the entire stock of $1,000,000 hav- 
ing been given away in corrupting the Legisiature. 

The Louisiana Lottery Company was formally 
organized on August 26, 1668, with Howard as 
president and his partners as directors. Popular 
feeling was against Howard as president, and his 
name was withdrawn. Then the name of M. A. 
Dauphin was placed on the bills and circulars as 
head of the.concern. Dauphin was, however, only 
a elerk in Howard's employ. Howard's income 
from the latter company enabled him to accumulate 
an immense fortune, which is estimated to be 
about $3,000,000. The sharp management of How- 
ard frequently saved the Louisiana Lottery Com- 
pany from wreck. When the trouble occurred 
under Postmaster-General Gresham regarding the 
carrying of the lottery matter in the United States 
maiis, he engineered the company through and 
checked the toreatened interference. 

Howard suffered many social. rebuffs. He tried 
togain admittance to the Jockey Club, which 
owned the once famous Metairie race-course at 
New Orleans, but his disreputable bnsiness caused 
a majority of the members to black-bail him. He 
swore that he would turn the course into a cem- 
etery, and constructed a rival race-track. He 
ruined the Metairie Ciub and purchased their Jand. 
In a short time he turned it into a burial ground. 
He was also black-balied as a candidate for the 
La Varieties Club. In New Orleans he aspired to 
be the leader of society, but was continually foiled, 
the old Creole families refusing to receive him. 


Slavery ia Rhode Island 
From the Chicago Herald 
The Rhode Island Legislature has done a sur- 

prisingiy generous thing, when it is considered that 
it is made up exclusively of the better classes. It 
has passed, and the Governor has signed, a bill pro- 
hibiting more than ten hours’ work a day by 
women and children in the mills. For a great 
many years the women and children in that State 
have been compelled to work twelve and fourteen 
bours a day in order to earn enough money to keep 
themselves from dying or making other scandalous 
exhibitions of themselves in the presence of the up- 
per circles by whom the State is governed, and the 
nabobs were so well pleased with the arrangement 
that it was supposed it would continue forever. As 
no workingman has a vote in Rhode Island, the 
generosity of the Legislature must be set down to 
a humane impulse which we read of sometimes in 
this world. A similar law was passed Massa- 
cbhusetts several years ago, and it is a fact that 
more goods are now made in that Statg with the 
same number of hands. than were formerly pro- 
duced under the slavery system, but it isnot to be 
supposed that the ruling guilds in Rhode Island saw 
this point and acted on@tgelfishly. They are en- 
titled to great credit fon their generosity, because, 
under the plutocratic form of government which 
obtains in that State there is nothing to prevent 
them from making a little girl seven years of age, 
or a delicate woman, run a loom seventeen hours 
every day in the week.

The State Department Favors a Uni- 
form for American Diplomates. 


Department Employes and the ug-

Special Correspondence of the Post-Diapateh. 
Wasnmeron, June 6. — Some of the State Depart- 
mont officials think that it would be a good idea for 
Congress to authorize the wearing of s uniform 
upon state occasions by all of our diplematic people 
who are sept abroad. They say that the represen- 
tatives of all of the civilized nations, or at least the 
leading ones, are provided with court uniforms. 
The American representatives being compelled to 
appear upon these full dress occasions m ordinary 
evening dress are in constant danger of being taken 
for waiters. There is hardly a minister who has 
represented this nation abroad who does not sym- 
pathize with this project, to have a uniform for the 
diplomatic corps, which shall be as elaborate end 
shewy as those provided for the army and the 
navy. There ig not a single one of our representa- 
tives abroad who has ever seen any kind of military 
service who does not wear a military uniform to 
avoid the too striking contrast between plain even- 
ing dress and the court costumes of the foreigners. 
Itis doubtful whether any minister ever carried 
this idea so far as did Minister Comley, Rutherford 
B. Hayes’ representative in the Bandwich Islands.

SAVAGE SLAUGHTER, 


Indian Atrocities Causing Great Alarm in 

New Mexico. 

Sunn Orry, N. M., June 5.— The week has been 
one of unexampied suspense and terror here, 
Never have the Indians on their bloody raids come 
so near the city, The first news of the proximity 
of the Indians was received on Wednesday of last 
week, when a boy, riding a horse, white with foam, 
dashed into town from Welty's Rauche, on Bear 
Creek. He brought word that hostile Indians were 
in the hills, that an attack on the rauche, in which 
were gath many women and children, was ex- 
pected. and help was needed. A volunteer com- 
pany of thirty-five men was organized and went to

Six miles further on, at the bouse of Felix Mar- 
quez, five dead bodies were found. Mrs. Marquez 
and her 7-year-old daughter bad both suffered at 
the hands of the Indians before being killed. The 
ladies were slashed with knive and presented a 
sickening spectacle. One of the heroic deeds that 
occur on such Occasions was performed by little 
Willie Carpenter. The parents were some distance 
from the house when the Indians Willie 
and his sister were playing in the yard. The boy 
caught up bis little sister and slipped into the 
weeds, He crawled a long distance and finally 


reached this city, having carried his sister six miles 


on his shoulder, The parents were wild with joy to 
find their children whom they supposed the 
Indians had carried off. The boy who brought the 
news to town had a narrow escape. At one time 
he found himself within a few hundred yards of 
the Indians. He dismounted and hidin a pond of 
water among the weeds for pearly an hour, until 
they had passed, Then he again mounted and rode 
in, A miner named Clark was working on Wednes- 
day in a mine not for from Juniper Springs, He had 
just set off a blast ana rushed up the hill to avoid 
the falling rock. On reaching the top he saw the 
Indians between him and his camp. He started 
for Little Walnut Creek and warned all the ranch- 
men, who moved their families to Stewart's ranch, 

If it had not been for this man, every man, woman 

aud child ip the vicinity would have been murdered.
